FIRING  LINE 


An  editorial  appearing  in  Monday’s  Uni- 
verse with  respect  to  insurance  proposals 
contains  a number  of  misstatements  of  fact 
which  prompt  me  to  make  the  following 
statement  * 

‘ 1.  Unfortunately,  materials  that  were 
sent  out  had  to  do  both  with  a student 
health  and  accident  program  (to  which  the 
University  itself  was  a party)  and  a life 
insurance  program  (to  which  the  University 
was  not  a party) . It  was,  therefore,  proper 
to  send  out  a letter  using  BYU  envelopes 
for  the  approved  program,  but  the  other 
materials  should  not  have  been  included  in 
the  same  envelopes.  It  is  not  true,  however, 
that  the  University  letterheads  were  used. 
The  University  was  reimbursed  for  all  mail- 
ing  expenses. 

2.  It  was  also  unfortunate  that  the  let- 
ter was  signed  by  a representative  of  the 
insurance  company,  who  purported  to  be  the 
“BYU  Student  Health  & Accident  Admini- 
strator.” He  was  never  appointed  by  the 
University  as  such  administrator,  although 
he  has  actually  been  administering  the  plan 
for  the  insurance  company. 

3.  The  editorial  also  questions  the  finan- 
cial standing  of  the  insurance  company  in- 
volved. Although  this  company  is  relatively 
new,  it  operates  in  49  states,  Puerto  Rico, 
and  the  District  of  Columbia;  it  has  about 
$900,000,000  of  insurance  in  force;  and  it 
is  wholly-owned  subsidiary  of  Continental 


Casualty  Company,  which  has  admitted 
assets  of  more  than  one  billion  dollars.  We 
are  informed  by  the  State  Insurance  Com- 
missioner that  Continental'  Casualty  Com- 
pany is  liable  for  all  claims  against  the  life 
insurance  company  in  question.  I under- 
stand that  said  company  is  included  in  Best  s 
Manual  for  1967  as  a part  of  the  Continental 
group,  all  of  which  are  shown  to  have  an 
A+  rating. 

4.  The  editorial  states  that  few,  if  any, 
life  insurance  programs  are  endorsed  by 
educational  institutions.  However,  we  are 
informed  that  many  universities  in  the 
country  endorse  for  their  students  certain 
life  insurance  policies,  and  the  particular 
policy  that  was  here  proposed  by  its  agent 
has  been  endorsed  by  other  universities  in 
this  state 

5.  As  a result  of  a great  many  inquiries 
from  students  and  their  parents  for  a life 
insurance  program,  many  plans  voluntarily 
submitted  by  various  companies  were  con- 
sidered and  the  company  offering  the  lowest 
rate  was  informed  that  it  could  make  its 
plan  known  to  the  students.  However,  it 
was  not  intended  that  there  would  be  any 
mailing  under  University  auspices. 

6.  The  question  of  whether  there  are 
inconsistent  applications  of  the  no-solicita- 
tion rule  on  campus  is  being  investigated.

450  cadets  at  U.  of  U.  is  $338,000. 

Army  ROTC  offers  two-year 
and  four-year  programs.  Under 
the  four-year  course,  any  male 
student  admitted  to  the  university 
may  enter  the  basic  two-year 
course,  after  which  a certain  quota 
is  chosen  to  continue  for  two  more 
years. 

Those  who  transfer  from  schools 
where  no  ROTC  program  is  given 
or  who  neglect  to  enter  in  their 
first  year  may  enter  the  acceler- 
ated two-year  program.  If  selected 
by  a board  of  officers,  the  two- 
year  candidate  goes  first  to  a six- 
week  summer  camp  where  he  is 
taught  the  basic  program. 

The  first  activity  for  BYU  stu- 
dents in  the  Army  program  will  be 
the  summer  camp  during  the  sum- 
mer of  1968.  They  will  be  signed  up 
by  Army  officers  who  will  visit 
BYU  campus  during  the  spring 
semester  and  the  remainder  of  the 
autumn  semester  . These  cadets 
then  will  become  the  cadet  offi- 
cers to  staff  the  new  unit  of  in- 
coming students  next  year.

PARIS  (UPI)— President  Charles 
De  Gualle  warned  Monday  that  des- 
pite its  “incredible  power”  the  U.S. 
dollar  faces  devaluation  unless 
Washington  stops  championing  the 
present  world  monetary  system. 

At  one  of  his  rare  news  confer- 
ences, he  reiterated  his  demand  for 
a return  to  the  gold  standard 
dumped  in  the  1930’s.  He  accom- 
panied a bitter  attack  on  the  dollar 
with:

SAIGON  (UPI)  — Communist 
forces  attacking  a bridge  on  South 
Vietnam’s  central  highlands  Mon- 
day destroyed  one  U.S.  Army 
tank,  damaged  two  others  and 
wounded  six  Americans  who  re- 
pulsed the  assault,  reports  from 
the  front  said.

Kontum,  the  biggest  city  on  the 
highlands,  is  the  site  of  a ma- 
jor American  base  for  the  troops 
at  Dak  To,  30  miles  to  the  north- 
west near  the  place  where  the 
borders  of  South  Vietnam,  Cam- 
bodia and  Laos  converge. 


Canadian  Prime  Minister  Lester  B. 
Pearson  attacked  De  Gualle  in 
some  of  the  sharpest  terms  ever 
used  by  one  Allied  leader  of  an- 
other. Pearson  criticized  De  Gualle 
for  rejecting  the  Atlantic  Alliance, 
for  his  super-nationalism,  for  his 
exclusion  of  Britain  from  the  Com- 
mon Market  and  for  his  meddling 
in  Canadian  affairs. 

In  the  92-minute  news  conference 
at  the  Elysee  Palace,  the  77-year- 
old  De  Gualle  said  the  dollar  faced 
the  same  fate  as  Britain’s  deval- 
ued pound. 

But  he  vehemently  denied  re- 
ports that  France  is  engaged  in 
“war”  to  bring  down  the  dollar. 

De  Gualle  lashed  out  at  the  multi- 
billion dollar  American  industrial 
investment  in  Europe,  charging 
that  it  is  bringing  in  “inflated  dol- 
lars” and  is  not  helping  Europe 
develop  its  own  potential. 

The  General  explained  that  U.S. 
investment  in  Europe  “is  just  ex- 
actly the  amount”  of  its  annual 
foreign  balance  of  payments  deficit, 
and  thus  America  was  exporting  its 
inflation  abroad. 

Then  he  declared:  “It  is  in  the 
interest  of  all,  including  the  United 
States  that  this  be  terminated.  The 
upheavals  that  are  being  un- 
leashed which  have  swept  off  the 
rate  of  the  pound  sterling  might 
threaten  the  dollar  and  they  might 
bring  back  the  privileges  of  gold, 
which  is  an  unchangeable,  univer- 
sally recognized  value.”
